Dean Moyis Hoves.a Vote of 
Thanks for lb>< Vaoghsa'i 

A meeting of Corporation of Mc- 
Gill University Ws held yesterday, 
tho Vice-chancellor In the chair. The 
most Important items of business 
were the Institution of a new degree 
1'» lAw, and the resignation of Mr. 
W. VtiughartT Secrflftary and Bursar. 

With the concurrence of all tho 
Faculties, Corporation resolved to es- 
tablish the degree of Bachelor o; 
Laws, (LL.n.), to b(- conferred after 
the completion of two years In Art."» 
followed by two years in Law. It I 
«et the Intention of the Faculty of 
Law that this degreè should In any 
way displace th.i traditional B.C.L. 
which follows on th.i curriculum which 
prepares for the Bar examinations. 
Tho purpose of the new degree is to 
encourage, after a sound basis of n 
good education has been laid, such 
studies as jurisprudence, legal theory 
and the common law, etc; , 

In regard to Mr. Vaiighan, the out- 
going Secretary and Bursar. Sir Wil- 
liam Peterson spoke m follows: 

"I wish to state here, as my delib- 
erate conviction that' Mr. Vaughan's 
arrival on the scene at McGlll was 
one of the greatest pieces of good 
fortune that could have befallen the 
University during what may be call- 
ed its main period of growth and de- 
velopment. His work for over a scora 
of years may, in fact, de taken as 
the measure of the progress made by 
the Institution in that" interval. To 
Mr. Vaughari belongs tjie^ejitlre credit 
of the complete ro-organlzatlon of" tlio 
business and financial system of the 
Unlversit/ with the result that it has 
long been possible for the administra-' 
tlon to boast that the affairs of -Mc- 
Gill would be found on ,any examina- 
tion by auditors > or other qualified 
persons, to be in just the same ship- 
shape order as any great business 
corporation. That cannot . always be 
said of academic institutions. The 
far-reaching operations of the Uni- 
versity, as we know it to-day, could 
not have been so successfully carried 
on without the heln of his great abil- 
ity and long experience. Let me mon- 
tlon two Instances: 

(1) The framing- of the Constitu- 
tion of Macdonald College, and tli<) 
harmonious Intèr-relatlonshlp jwhlch 
has prevailed between the executive 
there and the administration of the 
U.nlversity; 

(2) The great McGill campaign in 
which, while If owed everything to the 
public-spirited efforts - of - several of 
our business friends who are now 
members of the Board of 'Oovernora,. 
Mr; Vaughan was always behind tA» 
scenes, devotedly co-operating with 
the .prime movers in securing the re- 
sults that rescued the ' University 
from 'What at that time was a verit- 
able Slough '.of Despond. And all this 
service be has ungrudgingly rendered 
during these twenty-o»e years for a 
compensation probably not more than 
half what any first-class financial' 
corporation would have been glad to 
assign to him. 

His motive for gotné' now Is 
creditable to him as his long-con- 
tinued care of the interests of which 
he has had charge ot McGill. It is the 
desire to do war-service .In the home 
land. Our colleague, Sir Auckland 
Geddes, who well knows his worth and 
ability, lost no time in promptly ac- 
cepting the offer of his services in 
the great department of which he la 
now the head under the Crown. For 
a time I 80^^^|^||jnMtraln Mr. 
Vaughan,:- ug(mMB |pBj^ ent that 
service to MSsfIi''was~'i^blic service 
in the highest sense, and service ' to 
the war as well. 

As to his other high («uaUtles,, I.^do 
not know that it world . ^^ tj ^l^^n d 
a more . culttired or bë^^^^^fmah 
than : Mr, Vaughan, andpi^^ppssesijes 
in addition,' the great gift' 'of- judg- 
ment', and dlscrlmtpatton as regards 
both' men and things. He Is, in f&ot, 
in the highest sense of that much- 
abused term, a man ot the world. I 
like :to remember that his literary 
gltls were conspicuously shown In 
certain articles contributed to the 
TTnlverslty Magazine — one on Style, 
which displayed sound sense and good 
Judgment; and another, more recently, 
on • the • late Sir "William Van Home, 
which ■ attracted universal attention 
riot only for the power It revealed 
ol discriminating appreciation, but 
:ilso for the grace and good feeling by 
whlch^It was distinguished."

OBinOB ARE WELCOMED, BUT — 

In the correspondence column of to-day's Daily, there appears 
a letter written with reference to a recent criticism of the hockey 
team published in the pages of the coUego paper. The criticism 
in question was printed without the knowledge or desire of the 
President and Editor of the Daily, M-ho were unavoidably absent 
on the occasion referred to. It has always been our opinion that 
critieism of any kind should invariably be based upon a full know- 
ledge of the facts of the case, and particularly when the criticism 
18 of tlie unfavourable variety. The hostile critic niust of neces- 
sity lay himself open to counter criticism, and must bo prepared to 
meet it. 

In the case in question, it would not seem that the Atriter had 
been fully informed of thie actual style of play that took place at 
the game with Loyola. We were present at that game, and- were 
totally unable to sec anything djiring it that would tend to make 
us tiie least ashamed of th«? Red and White team. The contest was 
an unusually clean one, when the prime importance of its result is 
taken into consideration, and the only penalties imposed were for 
piinor offences. ' 

With regard to the criticism concerning the respective merits 
of the teams, we might state that we do not wish to enter into any 
discussion about past events. Nevertheless, it might be pointed out 
that it was the general opinion of the sporting editors of the city 
j)àpers'thab McGill had hard luck in being deprived of a win by à 
goal scored out of a "mix-up" just one minute before the close of 
the game. B'urther, a casual perusal of the necessarily imperfect ac- 
coimt of the play given in the Daily, which aims at impartiality, 
will acquaint the reader with the fact that throughout the game 
the McGill boys displayed far more combination play than their op- 
ponents, who relied on individual work to a greater extent. A 
glance at tlic list of individual scorers will also reveal the fact that 
in the category of those who have acobunted for more than two 
goals nineteen of McGill 's goals are divided among four men, while 
twenty Loyola goals are divided among only three of their play, 
ers. This does not look as if McGill men were in the habit of in- 
dulging in poor team-work. 

Finally, while we are always ready to welcome well-meant crj 
ticism, directed either towards ourselves or to any quarter where 
It seems to be needed, we cannot help feeling that the article in 
question was rather ill-advised. Everyone is entitled to his or her 
'private opinions, but there arc times when such opinions, even if 
founded i\pon fa<?t, would be better unexpressed. The present, we 
feel, is one of these occasions. The teain is on the eve of a most 
important game, and it has been the aim of those truly interested in 
the matter to try to awaken the interest of the student body. 
NoWj while the article was undoubtedly written in good faith and 
with' the purpose of gaining support for the hockey team, some 
of the statements made in it would be likely, unless disputed, to 
have the opposite effect. , 



FOOD IN THE FOREST. 



.(Bulletin of the United States Forest 
Service.) 

Aside from the numerous edible 
inushrooms, roots, fruits of shrubs, 
***i(iy«naiier plants, the trees of our 
torestTafford a large variety of edi- 
bles '"which are highly prized by 
Vood connoisseurs. First in import- 
ance, of course, are our native nuts 
»— jjeechnuts, butternuts, walnuts, 
chestnuts and chinkapins, hazelnuts, 
and several Iclnds of hickory-nuts. 
Including pecans. The kernels of all 
of these are not only toothsome, but 
highly nutritiousi and are used by 
vegetarians to replace meat. The oil 
of the beechnuts Is said to be lltUe 
inferior to olive oil, while that of but- 
ternuts and walnuts was used by 
some of the Indians for various pur- 
posesL The Indians, It is said, also 
formerly mixed chestnuts with corn- 
meal and made a bread which was 
baited in corn-huaka, like tamales. In 
, parts of Europe bread is made from 
chestnuts alone. The chestnut crop 
in this country is being re4uced each 
year by the chestnut-blight dlseaae, 
which in some sections is gradually 
kllUng out the tree. 
'' Acorns are commonly thought to be 
fit only for feeding hogs, but many 
kinds of ttiem>ca.n be made edible and 
nourishing for i)eople as well. The In- 
dlan custom was to .pound or grind 
the acorns up aiid_leach out the tan-' 
nln, which makes most of theni unfit 
for eating -when taw by treating the 
pulp wtih hot water. The resulting 
flour, which contained considerable 
starch, was made either into a por- 
ridge or baked in small cakes of 



various white oaks , having less, tan- 
nin are the ones best suited for food, 
Wilof, Indians also used those of the 
black oaks, even though they con 
tain much tannin. The acorns of the 
basket or cow-oak, the chlnliapln oak, 
shin or Rocky Mountain oak, live 
oak, and of several other species, are 
sweet enough to be eaten raw. 

Another nut which is not suited for 
eating raw, but from which a palat' 
able food is said to have been pre- 
pared by the Indians, is the {buck- 
eye. The kernels of these nuts were 
dried, powdered, and freed of the 
poison which they contain when raw 
by filtration. The 'resulting, paste 
was either eaten cold or baked. 

Several Western pines have' seeds 
which play an important part in the 
diet of the local Indians, Perhaps 
the best known of these is the fruit 
of the nut pine or pJnon, which forms 
the basis for a local industry of some 
size. Not only is it extensively eaten 
by local settlers and Indians, but 
large quantities are shipped to, the 
cities, where the seed is roasted and 
sold on the street. The similar seed 
of the Parry pine and the large dig 
ger-plne seeds are eagerly sought by 
the Indians. The latter tree is said to 
have gained Its name from its use as 
a food by- the Digger Indians. The 
seeds of the long-leaved pine are 
edible and are improved by roasting. 
Indeed, ;lt may be said that, most nuts 
are. more digestible' when roasted. than 
lf?«jSiàraw. 

"(îw'of' thé best-known fruits, the 
foresters say, is the persimmon, which 
Is edible only after It is thoroughly 
ripe. As this Is usually^not until late 
in the fall, It Is commonly thought 
that the fruit must be f rost-bltten. If 
the perslnunon is eaten .before it Is

the fruit contains has a strongly as- 
tringent effect, which Justifies the 
story of the soldier in the Civil War 
who said he had eaten green persim- 
mons Bo as to shrink his stomach up 
to fit his rations. The papaw, or cus- 
tard-apple, is also best when thor- 
oughly ripe. The fruit of some spe- 
cies of haws Is eaten or preserved In 
different parts of the country, while 
those of several different kinds of 
wild cherries have a food value, and 
ore used for various purposes. Wild 
plums are abundant in certain sec- 
tions and occur In parUcularly plen- 
tiful quantities along the streams of 
tho Eastern and Middle Western 
States. 

Several varieties of wild crab-ap- 
ples make delicious jellies. . Some of 
the largest, which attain the size of 
small apples, are more or less abun- 
dant throughout eastern Nçrth Caro- 
lina. Elderberries are frequently used 
for pies and for sauce. Those found 
in the West are sweeter arid have a 
better flavour than the Eastern var- 
ieties. 

The berries, of thp hackberry, or 
BUgarberry, as it Is called In tlie 
South, are dry but have an agree 
able taste. Those of the mulberry are 
sweet and juicy when ripe. The mul- 
berry is valued in some sections for 
feeding hogs and poultry, and some 
species are occaisionaliy cultivated. 

Many people like the fruit .of the 
shadbush, "sarvice" berry, or June 
berry, as it is variously called. In 
paru of the country this fruit is used 
to make jelly. 
. The French-Canadians are said to 
use the acid flowers of the redbud, or 
Jiidas tree. In salads, while the buds 
and tender pods are pickled in vins 
gar. Honey-locust pods,- "often local 
ly called "honey-shucks," contain i 
sweetish, thick, cheese-like pulp, which 
is often eaten. Those, of the mes' 
quite furnish the Mexicans and In^ 
diaus with a nutritious food. The

Editar, McGill Daily: 

Dear Sir,— In your issue of Wednes- 
day, Feb. 13th, there appeared a para- 
graph, under the title "Thoughts on 
Hockey," In the column reserved for 
"R. V. C. Notes." The article refer- 
red to Impressed ma as - being rathar 
incoherent and inexpressive of any 
main objectiva in so far as it began by 
magnanimously declaring that Ijoyola 
should hive gained the decision over 
StcOin in the «ame on Monday nigbt, 
continued by deprecating th» poorness 
and inegitimacy of McGIli's play, and 
triumphantly ended by laying the 
blame at the feet of the students who 
had failed to support the team. In 
fact, t%e impression conveyed was 
that the writer was in a critical mood 
and purposed to indulge in a fling at 
the expense of things In general. 

In spite of the author's assurance 
that no desire to "run down" the Mc- 
GIU team wag entertained, the tone 
of 'the article Is anything but com- 
plimentary, and our hockeyists come 
in for criticism of an entirely unfair 
and unjust nature. 

Criticism, in its constructive sense, 
and when based upon clearly estab- 
lished and comprehensive facts, if 
conducted In the proper spirit, is In- 
valuable. On the other hand, a pure- 
ly critical attitude, in the form of 
prejudicial fault 'finding, is intoler- 
able. 

The article in question displays an 
utter ignorance or total disregard of 
facts. With regard to thé relative 
mrrlt and worth of the McOill and 
Loyola teams in the game of Monda v 
RVi.Tilng, the . concensus of opinion 
favours the former. The first goal 
wh;ch Loyola scored was entirely ac- 
cidentai, and totally unforeseen by 
t'KO player who netted it. One of 
tlir.'r team secured the puck behind 
.McC-i ill's Roal, and attempted to pass 
it to centre ice, but it was inadver- 
tMitl;' intercepted in its passage by 
Iho skate of a McGill man,- and fluk- 
ed into our net. The second goal 
which V7as tallied against the Red and 
WnitB came as the result of a "mix- 
up" in front of McOtil's net, and it 
was a piece of ill-fortune which might 
euslly have befallen either team. 

With regard to the statement that 
Loyola "played a cleaner game, and 
tncii' .team work \viM;;a marked, con-' 
trast to the' poorness 'bf ours," I have 
only to say that it 'is absolutely di- 
vorcmt from fact. Th6. McGill sex- 
t;!tl<.- hes a reputation for cleanness 
of piny which' ■ la quite favourably 
comparable with that of their op- 
Vi'Jiicrits upon this occasion. As for 
tnî "pMirness' of our team work, so 
allose^ h'.' the writer of the article 
lîi (lucstion, I can scarcely conceive 
of tmylhins fihort of rure prejudice 
ti3 rtspoiiH.'We for an?, i p. criticism. 
Ki<pO(.'k'.liy so if thiK criticism is us?1 
in a comparative sense. Some such 
fault m!((ht quite conceivably have 
been found- with tht" play which char- 
actcrlet'.l ttomo of the previous game» 
ot' tlir secron, but the exhibition 61 
Monday r.lRht was leally a revelation 
of teuia work and speed; To sub- 
fe-titntifttii my statement in this con- 
nection, I here .^uote, from the Gaz- 
c-,.tc of Tuesday, an absolutely im- 
VC.rt..'nl dictum regarding this particu- 
lar frame: 

The match was one of the best 
(exhibitions of hockey witnessed 
in Montreal this ' season, and was 
the attraction foi a record at- 
tendance for a City League game. 
Both teams played at full strength, 
McQill showiniï the way until 
within ten minutes of time, when 
Loyola ovcrcam'; their lead and 
tied up the score. 

It is indeed unfortunate and re- 
grettable that after such an admir- 
able demonstration of their ability as 
Ibat of Monday night, when the Red 
and White not only held their, fast 
opponents to a draw, but, as the con 
census of opinion bears out, had at 
every point ot thé game' the best ut 
the play, should be thus subjected to 
unjust and unmerited criticism. Ar, 
intimate knowledge of the game and 
a' fuller acquaintance with facts, on 
the part of the author -of the criticism 
in question, would, I am confident, 
have averted the publishing of any 
such unwarranted deprecations.' 

"The prevailing spirit; of :Xritici8m,'' 
unless modulated witlï'à similarly pre- 
vailing desire to co-operate and im 
prove, may be counted one of , the 
strongest opponents to the various .^c- 
tivities and institutions which play so 
importabt a part in our college life.

Among University students one of- 
ten hears half-hearted enquiries con- 
cerning the origin and purport of the 
College crest. The subject of armor- 
ial devices is a most interesting study 
tu many, and that of University arms 
ihould be ot especial ijiterest to .stu- 
dents. Kot long ago there appeared 
In the University Magasine an ad- 
.Ttirable essay on this subject, written 
by one of our professors. The article 
was illustrated and contained not only 
an enquiry into the origin of /the Mc- 
Oill crest, but also a comparison of 
its arms with those of other Univer- 
sities and suggestions for improve- 
ment. 

The crest of McOiU University as 
t stand* to-day is simply an adap- 
.atlon from the family coat of arms 
it James McGlU, together with the 
iddition of the crowns for which the 
authority is douhtful. The McGlll 
3oat of arms Is: Gules (i.e. red), 
three martlets proper. As the article 
reads: A martlet is a species of swal- 
low or martin "sans feet" but not "sans 
culotte." It has a delicate head, long 
and finely forked .tail, the ends of 
fine, wing pinions, crossed over the 
back when at rest (as the bird should 
be, indicated). The effect is not spoll- 
3d by representing the lower- extremi- 
ties each by a short tripartte projec- 
tion.' If painted "proper," that is in 
the nattiral colours of the swallow, it 
is nothing less than, distinguished; 
white breast with a black or blue- 
black head, beak, wings, and tall, 
short beak and c{^cle around the 
eyes a good pure yellow. 

A very slight comparative study will 
show that the accepted and conven- 
tional manner of distinguishing a 
University from a Corporation . or 
other Civic Institution, is the por- 
trayal of a book, open or closed ds 
the case demands. Then the crest 
should bear some device to indicate 
the situation of the said University 
and the identity of the founder. Thus 
coat of arms should express ade- 
quately the nature of the - institution 
which it is supposed to represent.
